At the Feb. 18 luncheon of 
I ho Soroptimist International 
(if Torrance and Gardens, Ted 
Meier told the members that 
his father was a Lutheran min­ 
ister but that he Is heartily in 
favor of the proposed Catholic 
hospital. This would be non- 
sectarian and the Little Com­ 
pany of Mary Sisters are noted 
for their fine service and high 
standard of ethics. The need 
in this area is so great, IIP 
pointed out, that one person 
in every eight Is hospitalized 
every year and that in 1956 
there were 9300 people in this 
area in need of hospital care 

\ and only a 99 bed hospital wait 
available.

The cost will amount to 
around two and a quarter mil­ 
lion dollars but if it were a 
district hospital, Meier pointed 
out, taxes could go up as much 
as 40 cents per 1100 appraised 
value.
